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DEDICATION 


As  you  can  see,   this  year's  Town  Report  is 

being  dedicated  to  our  new  Post  Office welcome  to 

Danville! 

Back  in  the  1920' s,  Danville  boasted  three 
Post  Offices.  The  one  in  North  Danville  was  loca- 
ted in  the  former  Salina  Sanborn  house,  now  owned 
by  Joseph  Barch,  on  Main  Street.  The  second  one 
was  in  the  small  building  directly  across  from  the 
Danville  Chenille  Shop,  which  was  then  called  the 
South  Danville  Post  Office.  And  the  third  was  lo- 
cated in  the  Collins-Dimond  Store,  which  was  on  the 
site  of  the  present  William  Post  residence  at  the 
intersection  of  Kingston  Road  and  Main  Street — and 
later  moved  to  Collins'  Store  (which,  in  turn,  be- 
came Gorton's  Store)  on  Main  Street. 

Following  George  Gorton's  retirement  as  Post 
Master,  a  trailer  was  set  up  next  to  the  Fire  Asso- 
ciation Hall  for  our  mail  delivery.  This  was  later 
transferred  to  East  Hampstead,  and  later  again 
moved  back  to  Danville — next  to  Town  Hall. 

So It  has  been  a  long  wait  for  a  beautiful 

building.  Plans  are  underway  at  the  present  time 
to  service  the  rural  mail  delivery  areas  of  Dan- 
ville from  this  new  Post  Office,  and  maybe,  within 
the  next  year  or  so,  all  residents  of  Danville  will 
be  able  to  use  the  Zip  Code  number — 0  3  8  19.

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PLANNING  BOARD  1988 


Located  in  New  Hampshire's  high  growth  south- 
ern tier,  Danville  is  sharing  the  same  growing 
pains  that  our  neighbors  are  experiencing.  Our 
towns  high  growth  continued  in  1988,  with  the  Plan- 
ning Board  reviewing  nineteen  proposals  for  subdi- 
viding 523  acres  of  land  with  the  potential  of 
creating  an  additional  198  residences  in  Danville. 
As  of  the  end  of  1988,  we  had  approved  ten  of  these 
proposals  affecting  108  acres.  Danville  is  fortun- 
ate to  have  a  completed  Master  Plan  in  place,  an 
approved  wetlands   ordinance  and,   approved  at  the 

1988  Town  Meeting,  a  Cluster  Zone  ordinance.  With 
these  tools  and  the  continued  dedication  and  dili- 
gence of  the  various  boards  and  Town  officials,  we 
hope  to  minimize  the  impact  of  this  growth  through 
orderly  planned  development. 

While  we  have  not,  as  yet,  approved  a  subdivi- 
sion under  the  Cluster  Zone  ordinance,  several  pro- 
posals have  been  presented.  The  Planning  Board 
supports  the  cluster  concept  since  it  will  allow 
for  more  open  space  to  be  retained  in  proposed  de- 
velopments while  allowing  the  developer  to  build  to 
existing  residential  density  requirements.  We  have 
found,  however,  that  a  further  refinement  of  the 
ordinance  is  needed  and  will  be   included   in  the 

1989  Town  Warrant.  Two  changes  are  proposed:  one 
will  allow  for  individual  lot  ownership  and  the 
second  will  remove  the  mandatory  Homeowners  Asso- 
ciation requirement  in  the  case  where  there  is  no 
common  property  needed  to  be  controlled  and  main- 
tained by  an  association.  Also  proposed  for  the 
1989  Town  Warrant  will  be  revisions  of  our  existing 
multiple-unit  dwelling  ordinance.  The  Planning 
Board's  goals  in  proposing  these  changes  are:  (1) 
provide  clarification  in  the  implementation  of  the 
ordinance;  (2)  move  all  multi-unit  building  propo- 
sals greater  than  two  dwelling  units  (duplex)  into 
the  cluster  zone  ordinance  where  much  greater  con- 
trol and  protection  for  abutters  can  be  provided; 
and  (3)  allow  only  duplex  units  on  three  acre  lots 
provided,   however,  that   proposed  subdivisions  are 
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for  existing  lots  of  record  of  twelve  acres  or 
less . 

The  Board  feels  that  with  passage  of  these  ar- 
ticles, multiple-unit  dwelling  proposals  can  be  in- 
corporated fairly  and  equitably  into  our  neighbor- 
hoods. 

The  Board  would  like  to  thank  the  Rockingham 
Planning  Commission,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 
Conservation  Commission  for  their  continued  cooper- 
ation with  us  throughout  the  year.

It  has  been  a  very  busy  year  at  the  library. 
Thirty-six  adults  and  ninety-two  children  have  reg- 
istered for  library  cards,  including  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  first  grade  class  who  did  not  already 
have  cards  when  the  class  visited  the  library  dur- 
ing Childrens  Book  Week. 

The  librarian  has  represented  the  library  at 
all  N.  H.  State  Library  Conferences,  workshops. 
Forum,  as  well  as  the  Merri-Hill-Rock  Co-Operative. 

The  elementary  and  junior  high  school  librar- 
ians are  now  alerting  the  area  towns  public  librar- 
ies when  classes  start  projects.  This  has  been  a 
great  help  to  the  staff. 

The  small,  but  extremely  dedicated  Friends  of 
the  Library  Group  sponsored  Easter  and  Election  Day 
bake  sales,  a  table  at  the  Firemens  Picnic  and  pa- 
rade Flea  Market  with  book  sale,  sold  Halloween 
decorations,  sponsored  a  public  meeting  with  Hawke 
Historical  Society,  and  a  5%  day  at  Custeaus.  They 
applied  for  and  received  a  MacArthur  Grant  for  85 
PBS  videos.  With  the  monies  earned  from  all  the 
above  named  events,  they  have  purchased  for  the  li- 
brary a  stepstool,  books  on  tapes,  book  marks,  and 
a  revolving  rack  for  the  video  display.   They  also 
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purchased  two  tickets  which  admit  two  persons  each 
to  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts.  These  tickets 
may  be  borrowed  overnight  by  any  adult  registered 
borrower.  The  Friends  and  other  volunteers  staffed 
the  Library  on  Saturday  mornings  during  the  school 
year.  Anyone  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  Li- 
brary is  invited  to  join  the  group  which  meets  at 
9:30  a.m.  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  the  month  at 
the  Library.

POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  1988 

As  our  Town  and  the  surrounding  towns  continue 
to  grow,  so  have  the  requirements  and  responsibili- 
ties of  this  department.  As  shown  in  the  statis- 
tics at  the  end  of  this  report  there  were  881  calls 
for  service  answered  by  this  department  in  1988. 
This  figure  represents  an  increase  of  approximately 
30%  over  the  total  for  1987.  Because  of  this,  I 
have  both  increased  and  realigned  patrol  hours  in 
hope  the  greater  visibility  would  be  a  deterrent  to 
criminal  activity.  Again  this  year  I  am  asking  for 
your  continued  cooperation  in  reporting  any  sus- 
picious incidents  and  reporting  them  as  soon  as 
possible.  We  would  rather  be  called  and  not  needed 
than  be  needed  and  not  called. 

As  in  past  years,  members  of  the  Department 
are  continuing  to  take  advantage  of  the  training 
opportunities  offered  by  the  N.  H.  Police  Standards 
and  Training  Council  with  4  currently  taking  cor- 
respondence courses. 

Again  in  1988  a  large  number  of  traffic  cita- 
tions and  warnings  were  issued.   With  the  increase 
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in  traffic  on  our  roads,  I  am  pleased  to  see  a 
slight  drop  in  the  number  of  motor  vehicle  acci- 
dents investigated  in  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  TRUST  FUNDS 
DANVILLE,  N.H.  -  YEAR  ENDING  DEC.  1,  1988 

Considering  only  those  funds  held  for  the  en- 
tire year,  the  approximate  yield  on  investments  was 
8.1%.  This  yield  of  8.1%  compares  with  8.0%  for 
1987  and  8.6%  for  1986. 

In  order  to  insure  that  the  trust  funds  and 
capital  reser"/e  accounts  are  fully  covered  by  in- 
surance, the  assets  were  distributed  among  three 
local  banks  so  that  not  more  than  $100,000  is  in 
any  one  bank.  These  banks  are:  the  Plaistow  Co- 
operative Bank,  the  Rockingham  County  Trust  Co., 
and  the  Derry  Bank  and  Trust  Co.  In  addition  we 
have  a  checking  account  and  a  safe  deposit  box  at 
the  Plaistow  Bank  and  Trust  Co. 

The  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Revenue  Admin- 
istration ruled  that  it  was  improper  to  maintain  a 
capital  reserve  account  for  general  cemetery  main- 
tenance. Therefore  the  sums  that  were  contributed 
to  this  account  have  been  transferred  to  the  ceme- 
tery care  funds  of  the  donors  for  the  maintenance 
of  their  specific  cemetery  lots. 

Also  the  Attorney's  General  Office  recommended 
that  the  Friends  of  the  Colby  Library  Capital  Re- 
serve Account  be  held  as  a  regular  trust  fund. 
This  change  has  been  made.
